R/l cache* Our purpose was to exhume OHLADVCH-A/9's old signal plan and crystals 
and bury his new plan (PART IT) crystals and one tine pads in their place. Con- 
siderable difficulty was expert an oed in locating the cryptographic materials, 
evwn though GHIAUNCH-A/9 had swplaned thea hlnaalf . W* eventual ly succeeded 
in digging up a snail, round, heat sealed can, but were unable to locate the 
container holding the one tine pads. In the can we found signal plan VTHRS and 
crystals which were issued to GHLA.nVGH-A/9 in August 1955, but were not buried 
until May 1959 according \ contact reports, heedless to 

say, the cryptographic nateriala were in exce ll ent ^condition. . W 6 hare attached 
t&aai to this dispatch for VGA's disposal* (Hotel / ''opened and resealed 

the plan and erystala after inspection at SOB.) 
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'\nistakenly jusauned. at the time, that the VTHBS plan was the 
OKEBJNCti-A/9 b / \ln May 1959 along with a 83-6 and batteries,

cache location was exceptionally good - a crevice in a rdeky cliff vhioh la well 
o oc o aa l ad and very well .drained. Th» outside of the con tain era appeared in ex>» 
oellent condition and/ ^consumed with curiosity, decided to pull the 

cache for technical liwpecx ion . Th« RS-6 (aee page 8 of OQRF/3 dated ?3 November 
I960) and two spare parts Idto were, in * shelf" condition and cnectaad out 100JS 
under technical inspection by Munich co— unicat Iona section. In view of this 
wo intend to repackage the sot and return it to G RLA’JNOH -d/9 for reburial in the 
same site.
